DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference characters) not mentioned in the 
description: "b" in figures 1 and 2. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 
1 .121 (d), or amendment to the specification to add the reference character(s) in the 
description in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(b) are required in reply to the Office action 
to avoid abandonment of the application.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by Merry 
(5,008,086). 

With respect to claims 1 and 3, Merry discloses a catalytic converter (10) having 
a catalyst carrier (20), casing (1 1 ), and a holding material (30) mounted between the 
carrier (20) and the casing (1 1) wherein the holding material (30) comprises an inlet 
area metal fabric portion (34) which has an open area of up to 85% (col. 2, lines 1-4) 
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which would be less dense (less basis weight) than the intumescent mat (32) (as 
disclosed in Table 1 ). 

With respect to claims 2 and 4, the density of the mat portion (32) is more than 
1 1 5% of the density of the metal fabric portion (34) (see table 1 ). 

With respect to claim 5, it can be seen in figures 1 and 2A that the ratio of length 
between the two areas is between 1:9 and 9:1 .
